February,  cigliUii  hundred  and  thirteen,  on 
lioard  the  Tyber,  iwen'y-elght  bales  of  mer- 
c-  andize,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  may  avail 
thtm-elve-s  of  thr  provisions  of  the  act,  enii- 
t'ed  “ An  act  direrting  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  remit  fines,  forfeitures  and  penal- 
tie.a  in  certain  cases,"  passed  on  the  second 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  eX'ent  .as 
if  ihe  said  merchandize  had  been  shipped 
within  the  time  limited  bi  the  s.-iid  act.

Having  been  requested  to  deliver  an  Ora- 
tion on  this  day,  I am  nos-  about  to  comply 
with  that  leqnest  ; and  while  I feel  grateful 
'"oi-  -be  honor  co  -ferred  upon  me,  I cannot  but 
regi-ei  that  I am  not  more  deserving  of  it. 

It  has  been  the  custom,  io  all  time,  among 
all  nations,  from  tin  mdest  state  of  barbarism, 
-ip  to  the  highest  degree  of  civilized  refine 
ment,  at  which  any  portion  of  mankind  have 
vet  arrived,  to  commemorate  the  virtues  of 
•listingihshed  men  The  untutored  savage, 
whose  genius  and  abilllics  enable  him  to  eoii- 
‘‘er  any  important  benefits  upon  bis  cotempora- 
ries, and  whose  ivi.sdom  and  prowess  in  war 
khed  a lustre  on  the  chaiacter  of  his  t’-ihe,  has 
his  heroic  achievmenls,  his  valorous  deeds,  his 
daring  exploits,  consecrated  to  renown  in  the 
rude  and  simple  songs,  of  the  unsettled  bands 
of  his  nation.  Those  songs,  reciu-d  by  suc- 
ceeding bards  at  periodical  festivals,  institut- 
ed by  llie  1-  ve  and  gratitude  of  his  country- 
men in  honor  of  his  nare-.ki-ep  alive  the  mern- 
ory  nf  the  savage  hero — and  the  veneration 
paid  to  his  character,  his  actions,  and  his  wis 
dom,  by  succeeding  generatioiib,  elevates  the 
rude  unpolished  son  of  nature,  perhaps  in  time, 
to  tlie  first  rank  among  his  nation’s  Gods. — 
His  departed  -hade  is  worshipped  by  his  poster 
ity,  as  the  gua-dian  angel  of  his  country — is 
believed  lo  li.i^  a voice  in  the  councils  of  Hea- 
ven in  regnlaiiiig  the  affairs  of  m"n — and  to 
have  il.i  power  of  influencing  the  Great  .Spirit 
himself,  in  his  conduct  and  dispensations  to- 
-vards  them.  By  a rude  people,  their  depart- 
ed iu-roe's  ghoel,  having  in  their  w ild  imagina- 
tions assumed  an  awful  ard  majestic  form,  is 
■S'l]  j-.o-ed  siiblimelv  to  ride  on  liie  c.’aucfi  that 
hover  over  Ibeir  country, -and  partici])ate  in  the 
joys  and  sympathise  in  the  sorrows  of  mortal 
men  In  the  Cahulonian  HiHs  and  Isles,  the 
wild,  sublime,  enthusiastic  and  affecting  poet- 
ry of  Ossian,  prince  of  bards,  was  snug  wlfen 
it  was  first  composed,  and  a long  time  after- 
wards, at  the  fi  blivals  of  the  ruder  tho’  mag- 
nanimous people  of  'hat  country,  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  generosity  and  valor  <>f  their  heroes 
tnat  had  lived,  and  fought,  and  flonrisbed 
bright  in  their  armour,  “ in  the  d.ays  of  other 
lears."  The  mingled  sBar.eonqs  and  legendary 
tales  of  the  h.ard,  roused  the  voting  waiTiorto 
emulate 'he  deeds  of  his  fathers,  and  to  do 
someth -ng  iix  his  turn,  ivnrthy  of  renown  in  the 
soi.gs  of  Ills  nation;  and  thus  were  the  virtues 
anil  m litaiy  spirit  of  the  people  preserved. 

-And  shall  the  wild  sons  of  tlie  forest  be 
noi-e  grateful  to  their  benefactors,  and  more 
wist-  too,  influenced  solely  by  tbeii-  natural  in- 
stinct to  admire  greatness,  and  to  endeavor  to 
iiuiiale  it,  than  men,  wtn.sc  souls  have  been 
exp.-mded  by  the  genial  and  ameliorating  rays 
of  science;  and  wlio  have  been  kindly  iinrliir- 
cd  in  llie  lap  of  civilization  i Slial'  ihe  wild 
j savage  of  tlie  woods.  Celebrate  w ith  all  the  en- 
thususin  of  poesy  and  song,  the  virtues  of  his 
hero — and  tlie  eivilizcd  man,  with  cold  indif- 
fi-rence,  tvirely  recaillccts  (without  any  effort  to 
: iiirtaie  ilu-m,  or  to  perpeuiate  their  mem.irv) 
, tile  .siihlime  uili  bii'.e  ofhim  who  was  a gen.T- 
j r.  Us  wai-i  io;  ; an  < n.ightctied  statesm.vn  ; a pat- 
tic  .ri'  zeti,  anil  c iadom  a sage  j ainl 


w-hosc  glorious  character  sheds  a brilliant  lus- 1 
tre  on  his  nation,  as  the  sun  lends  his  bright- ' 
ness  to  the  planets  which  surround  him  ? No,  | 
my  coiintrynien — be  shall  not!  Gratitude  to  . 
benefactors  we  feel  in  every  stale  of  society  ; 8i 
admire  virtue  in  proportion  to  our  knowledge 
nf  the  benefits  which  it  confers.  And  what  . 
man  ever  did  so  much  for  his  country,  as  Wash- 
ington did  for  America?  Then  what  people 
ever  had  such  ample  cause  to  be  grateful  to  any 
one  man,  as  have  the  Americans  to  be  grate- 
ful to  Washington  ? And  we  are  grateful 
to  him.  We  feel  proud  that  our  e mntry  has 
given  birth  to  such  an  hero.  Our  poets  have 
already  given  his  name  to  song,  and  his  pr.ais- 
es  sliall  yet  be  cliuunted  in  more  sublime 
strains  by  future  bards  Our  biographers 
have  drawn  his  character  at  full  length,  fir  the 
benefit  of  comintr  generations ; and  it  is  the 
pleasing  duty  nf  our  orators  annually,  on  this 
day,  to  contribute  their  mile  towards  the  pt-r- 
petuation  of  his  memory  and  the  diffusion  of 
his  vTtnes  If  tlie  sober  and  scrutinizing 
philosophy  of  the  times  in  which  we  live,  will 
not  permit  us  to  believe  (1  ke  the  savage)  that 
nur  hero  has  become  a God,  yet  as  he  was 
the  greatest  and  best  of  men",  we  do  firmly 
believe  he  is  now-  enjoving  in  the  choicest 
mansions  of  the  hies’,  he  glorious  rewai  tlsof 
a well  spent  life.  And  if  the  spirits  -T  the  il- 
histrious  dead,  are  at  all  permitted  lo  partici- 
pale  orsimpaihise  in  the  concerns  of  th>  liv 
itig— surely  we  must  believe  that  Wasliington, 
even  in  the  sublimest  and  most  rranquil  a 
bodes  of  eternal  felicity,  feels  anxious  for  the 
pi-osperity,  the  glon  and  the  happiness  of  his 
coniitn-,  which  he  loved  so  well,  and  to  which 
he  w-as  s i much  devoted  while  here  on  earth, 
Is-t  this  dav  then,  be  forever  sacred  lo  the 
memory  of  Washington ; and  the  celebration 
of  his  fame  on  ibis  day,  will  contribute  much 
to  nei-prtiiate  forever,  the  freedom  we  enjoy. 

The  votaries  of  every  form  of  religion, 
(.lewisb,  -Mahometan,  Christian,  and  Pagan,) 
!i:ive  ttieir  festivals  in  hon-ir  of  particular  soinls, 
believed  to  have  been  distinguished  above  'heir 
fellows  for  tlieir  superior  pietv  and  virtue — 
for  the  purity  of  their  lives — for  the  benefits 
which  they  con*-rred — and  venerated  fir  tlie 
doctrines  which  they  taught  The  enthusia.sm 
excited  among  the  people,  by  the  solemn  and 
pompous  celebration  of  these  pious  festivals, 
in  countries  where  such  celebrations  make  a 
part  of  their  devotional  institutions — while  it 
kindles  and  keeps  alive  a kind  of  lively  emula- 
tion in  piety,  it  discourages  and  prevents  inno- 
vations in  the  prevailing  or  established  form 
of  religion  - belt  what  it  may — by  enlisting 
the  feelings,  the  pride,  and  the  sensibilities 
of  the  inhabitants,  much  more  than  by  convinc- 
ing their  understandings,  in  favor  oi"  their  pe- 
culiar m ides  of  faiih.  .Man  is  a creature  of 
habit,  and  is  much  governed  hy  his  feelings— 
while  these  feelings,  in  evi  rvfoi  m of  the  so- 
cial state,  are  niotlt  lied,  regulated,  and  direct, 
ed,  by  the  political  and  religious  institutions 
of  the  Country  in  which  h.  lives  Bi  th.  pow-- 
erful  influence  of  commemorative  festivals,  a 
baleful  and  deliterious  superstition,  injurious 
and  destructive  to  its  blind  and  deluded  vota- 
ries, may  (when  It  has  once  been  establislied) 
be  perpetuated  among  any  people — and  a be- 
neficent, lilieral,  and  genuine  religion,  improv- 
ing the  morals,  and  mitigating  the  calamities 
of  its  professors,  ni.sking  ihem  better  citizens 
and  belter  men — and  more  happy,  by  the  salu- 
tary operation  of  its  doctrines  and  precepts — 
niav  (by  the  potent  influence  of  the  same 
cause)  lie  much  sti-engthened,  and  long  pre- 
serv-  d. 

And  shall  not  we,  liere  in  America,  the  vota- 
ries of '.be  GodtLss  of  liberty,  a-.d  he.-  most 
tavoi-'.-d  sons,  give  all  the  slrength  and  support 
to  till  proud  freedom  we  enjoy,  iha-  it  can  de- 
rive from  the  influence  of  commem-irative  fes- 
tivals? lyCt  us  not  permit  that  principle  to 
die  or  to  be  smotliered  in  our  bosoms,  which 
leads  us  to  revere  and  cherish  with  the  fond- 
est and  most  animating  emotions,  the  memory 
of  departed  worth— to  dwell  iipun  it  with  plea- 
sure & to  catch  the  virtues  and  emulate  the  ac- 
tions of  those  illustrious  characters,  who  have 
been  the  benefactors  of  our  nation.  Impelled 
hy  a sti-ong  and  a natural  propensity  of  the 
human  mind,  why  shall  we  n it,  peri.idicalty, 
on  tlie  birth-day  of  the  father  of  his  country, 
indulge  ourselves  in  expressing  in  a public 
manner,  our  joy — our  exultation — and  our  gra- 
titude to  Heaven,  tlifit  AVashingtoii  was  born  ? 
I’his  noble  and  generous  indulgence  of  our 
most  natural  feelings,  cannot  fail  to  preserve, 
entire,  and  undiminished,  the  invaluable  lega- 
cy liequeathed  to  us  by  that  hero— zAe/ree  and 
happy  po/ilica/  inslilutions  of  our  country  AVIii  Ir 
the  hirtli-day  ot  him,  " w-iio  w-as  first  in  war — 
first  in  peace — and  fust  In  the  hearts  of  his 
countrymen’’. — shall  contli-.ue  lo  he  celehrateil 
with  an  appropriate  eiilliusi;ism  and  admira- 
tion of  his  character  and  principles,  .America 
must  he  free,  happy-,  and  glorious  ; not  mil 
lions  of  disciplined  slaves  will  be  able  to  des- 
troy our  indejiendence  as  a ration  ; nor  will 
the  profligate  ambition  of  any  of  our  citizens, 
ever  dare  to  aim  al  the  subversion  ot  our  liber- 
ties. 

Tlie  coronatio-i  and  birth-days  of  princes  in 
all  civilized  countries,  .are  celebrated  by  the 
people  ill  songs,  dancings,  rejoicings,  and  fes- 
tivity-— while  it  would  appe.ar  to  us,  who  have 
tasted  the  sweets  of  freedom,  and  enjoyed  the 
benefits  ot  an  enlightened  guvernmen*. — that 
\he hereditar,!  slavesof  tyrantshsve  m<  to  ample 
cause  on  those  occasions,  to  mourn  in  sack- 
cloth and  ashes,  over  tlieir  own  degredatinii, 
than  tliey  have  to  deck  themselves  in  the  gau- 
dy badgi-s  of  their  slavery,  and  exult  that  their 
master  was  born,  and  that  he  most  graciously 
condescends  to  rule  them  as  he  pleases.  The 
most  cruel  and  capricious  tyrants  have  had 
their  panegyrists — and  the  sycophantic  muse 
of  prostituted  genius,  has  labored  in  the  most 
luarmonious  strains,  to  confer  all  the  attributes 
of  wisdom  and  virtue  on  the  stupid  monster, 

whose  real  character  disgraced  humanity. 

The  British  monarch,  whose  long  reign  has 
been  little  cl.se  than  a continued  series  of  Ihe 
most  .atrocious  crimes  has  panegyrists  both  in 
Verse  and  prose  ; and  George  the  Third — the 
avaricious  ojipressor  of  India — the  bloody  ty. 
rant  of  Ireland — ttie  insidious  promoter  of 
wars  ill  Europe — the  ba.se  stealer  of  men — the 
ally  of  savages — and  piircliaser  of  scalps  in  .A- 
merica — has  his  birth-day  celebrated  thi-ongli- 
oiit  his  dominions,  with  all  the  pomp  of  mili- 
tary parade— ^ilh  all  the  solemnities  of  a for- 
mal religion — and  in  songs,  the  compositions 
ot  his  venal  poets — which  are  sung  hy  his  sub- 
jects, with  much  joyous  acclamaiion,  and  li- 
centious fesiivitv  III  this  manner,  a people, 
;)tlierw  is<  vnl.ghtened,  md  in  some  respects 
free,  excite  and  keep  alive  m llienist-lves,  sen- 
tinienls  cf  veneration  and  reverence  for  a tiVr 


ing  who,  in  any  other  situation  than  that  of 
their  hereditary  prince,  could  not  by  any  con 
duct  of  Ins  own,  attract  even  tlieir  attention- 
less  could  he  rouse  tlieir  resentment  hr  com- 
mand their  applause  It  is  in  a great  nieasure 
by  the  influence  of  established  festivals  and  Ce- 
lebrations, that  Great  Britain  preserves  and 
perpetuates  those  traits  in  her  political  insti- 
tutions, which  are  unnatural,  slavish,  and  bad  ; 
as  well  as  th-  se  that  are  free,  salutary,  and  be- 
nefician!  Nor  is  England  singular  in  this  res- 
pect— the  prejudices,  the  habits,  the  senti- 
ments of  all  natiens,  are  preserved  pretty  mueh 
in  the  same  manner 

Then,  my  countrymen,  on  this  day  ought 
our  emotions  to  be  the  most  proud  and  anima- 
ting tliat  can  swell  the  patriot’s  bosom,  or 
warm  the  hero’s  soul  If  even  a bad  and  un- 
natural  government,  at  war  with  some  of  the 
strongest  principles  of  human  natii'-e.  tan  be 
strengthened,  supfiorted  and  rendt-red  perma- 
nent by  the  influence  of  periodical  rejoicings, 
how  much  more  must  they  tend  to  perpetuate  & 
preserve  p olitical  ins  itutions,  that  are  found- 
ed on  the  broad  and  natural  basis  of  tlie  equal 
rights  of  man  ; calciihvi-d  to  elevate  and  en- 
noble liis  chancte — nd  not  to  enslave  and 
debase  him  ? IL  indulgin  '-  our  natural  feel- 
ing.s — fc-elings  loo,  of  which  we  arc  proud,  in 
making  puhlie  man  lies'. atio.is  of  our  admira- 
tion and  love  *l)r  the  character  we  this  day 
celebrate,  we  strengthen  and  perpeuiate  the 
blesiingsol  the  fi-eedum  we  enjoy ; &.  send  them 
down  pure  and  uiicont'iminated,  to  succeeding 
gem  rations  'if  fia-emi  n. 

Rut  who  shall  attempt,  in  the  limits  of  sne 
harangue,  to  draw  tin-  full  character — to  re- 
count the  long  catalogue  of  the  achievements — 
and  to  portray  in  glowing  colouis,  the  pure 
and  awful  virtues  of  Washingt'  n ? Aw'  ole 
day,  from  morn  till  night,  would  not  suffice  to 
tell  the  glowing  story.  Rui  why  recount,  if 

■ it  were  possible,  all  the  particulars  of  a story 
so  well  known  to  every  man,  proud  ofhiscoun 
tri  .?  AVashingt  in’s  inimoi-tal  deeds  are  bi-iU 

, liaiitiv  set  in  history,  where  their  peculiar 
splendor  must  attract  the  most  incurious  eve; 
they  are  as  copiously  to  be  seen  hy  all  the 
world,  as  the  brightest  constellation  in  the 
heavens  His  memory  can  never  die.  Mis 
name  is  consecrated  to  eternal  renown.  No 
‘dark  spot  of  vice  larnishes  he  lustre  of  his  vir- 

■ tues.  A mighty  chief  I “ In  war  terrible  as 
j the  roaring  storm” — but  “ mild  as  the  evening 
j sun  in  peace.”  Aged  veterans,  who  fmiglit  hi 

his  side,  may  yet  he  heard  recounting  Ins  ex- 
ploits, and  the  animating  sound  of  lii.s  praise 
nerves  the  young  warrior’s  arm  for  fight 

Washington  ! his  country’s  pride,  and  boast! 
derived  his  title  to  serr*  and  to  command  \\\s 
fell  w cidzens,  from  his  own  intrinsic  mer- 
its t and  not  from  the  adventitious  circum- 
stance of  Air/A,  or  the  criminal  intrigues  of  a 
I vicious  com  t.  His  cotemporaries  recognized 
the  native  majesty  of  his  snul,  and  the  gi-an- 
jdiire  of  his  lalenLs  ; and  venerated  the  man  in 
j proportion  to  the  elevation  of  his  virtues. 

I Trenton,  Princeton,  Brandywine,  Monmouth,  & 

: Yorktown,  are  consecrated  in  blood  -,o  the  me- 
mory of  Washington  ; for  at  all  these  pLci-s 
he  displayed  his  consummate  knowledge  f 
the  m litaiy  art,  and  the  daring  sublimity  of 
his  personal  valor  .At  all  these  plac.g,  and  a- 
many  others  tlia'  I need  not  name — Ins  sword, 
like  a blazing  meteor  of  Heaven,  either  light- 
ed his  army  to  victory,  or  directed  tlie  skillful 
and  prudent  retreat.’  But  Annapolis  .saw  lus 
gn  atest  and  moat  sublime  achievm  'it  ; (or 
there  it  was  that  he  vnhiiitarilv  resigned  t- 
the  congress  ot  the  I'.  States,  the  commission 
under  which  he  had  so  l.mg  C'lmmanded  the  .A- 
mi-rican  armies,  and  led  the  nation  to  victorv 
and  freedom.  In  battle,  'hou  wi-rt  majestical- 
ly tt-rrible,  O 1 Washington'  ‘ Thv  voice,’ in 
the  fight,  ‘ was  like  a stream  afec  rain  ; like 
thunder  on  di.tant  hills.’  Tlie  foe  feared 
thee,  as  the  mariner  in  tiis  feeble  bark,  amidst 
dangt  rous  rocks  and  shallows,  dreads  the  ap- 
proaching St'  i-m  ‘ Hut  when  thou  didst  re- 
turn from  war.  how  peaceful  was  thy  brow  ? 
Thy  fall  was  like  the  sun  after  rain  ;Tike  tine  ' 
mo -n  in  the  silence  of  night;  calm  os  the; 
breast  of  the  lake  when  the  loud  wind  is  laid.’ ; 

In  all  history  we  can  find  no  character  so  ^ 
pure  and  complete,  as  that  of  Washingt'ui.  To  ' 
his  character,  biography  can  furnish  many  con-  * 
trasts,  but  not  one  parallel  Many  indeed, are  j 
the  heroes  that  stand  enrolled  oii  the  lists  of 
renown,  and  bright  is  th;  r fame  ; hut  amidst  i 
the  splendid  effulgence  of  W.isliington’s  gl  irv,' 
they  are  I st — as  the  meridian  sun  extinguish 
es  to  our  view-,  tlie  brightiiess  of  the  stars  We 
can  find  m.any  who  were  eminently  distini'-ulsli- 
ed  for  their  militarv  talents,  and  yet  were  un- 
qualified for  the  mo'-e  amiable  dutiesof  civil  , 
life — many  excellent  niagi.strates  that  were 
bad  private  men  But  Washington,  in  d'.mes- 1 
tic  and  in  public  life  ; in  the  cabinet  and  in  ; 
the  field  ; commanding  armies;  presiding  in: 
the  councils  rf  the  nation,  and  manae-ing  his 
own  private  affairs — was  always  great,  virtu-' 
ous,  and  meritorious  ; always  an  example  e-. 
qiially  worthy  of  imitation.  His  conduct  was 
:ilwajs  exactly  suited  to  his  situation.  In  war,  | 
his  country’s  strong  arm  ; in  peace,  a majestic  I 
pillar  of  state.  ! 

Wasliington  was  ambitious,  but  his  was  the 
ambition  of  true  virtue.  He  saw  liisownin-, 
tercst,  through  the  medium  of  his  country’s ' 
good.  He  was  more  anxious  to  mcri't  than  to  : 
oAfoin  applause.  File  few  remaining  rompan- ’ 
ions  and  witnes-scs  ofhis  toils,  whose  venerable 
heads  are  now  silvered  o’er  with  the  flowers  of  ! 
honorable  age,  can  vet  attest — and  his  com- i 
patriot  historians  and  hiograplicrs,  have  told, 
in  unvarnished  narrative,  ‘ that  amidst  the  pe- 
rils of  war  he  was  daring  without  rashness ; 
prudent  without  fear  ; slow  or  rapid,  accord- 
ing  to  t!ie  exigencies  of  the  moment ; that  in 
the  deepest  distress,’  relying  on  the  justire  ot 
his  cause  end  the  resources  of  his  own  mind 
‘ lie  was  animatid’  by  an  ardent  hope;  ‘but 
that  he  was  modest  and  humble,’  on  the  most 
giddi  heights  of  his  prosperity.  Forlime’s 
/rou'M»,  could  only  invigorate  his'  exertions  to 
deserve  her.tmilet  ,•  and  her  most  hiring  smites. 
could  never  inspire  him  with  an  overwhelming 
confidence  in  his  own  abilities,  or  seduce  him 
from  the  practice  of  the  most  rigid oirtues,  and 
the  pursuit  of  true  glory.  The  most  ingenious 
fl.iuery,  could  have  no  pernicious  effect  on  his 
firm  and  well  balaticid  mind  .As  adversit'v 
could  not  depress  him,  so  neither  could  lie  be 
intoxicated  with  success.  We  m.ay  buldiv  a». 
sert,  that  tlie  history  of  mankind  cannot  tur- 
nisli  anotlier  so  bright  a model  for  imitation— 
not  only  to  warriors  and  statesmen,  but  to 
private  citizens.  We  cannot  all.  I ke  him. 
command  aimies,  and  be  presidents  o<  ’ lie  Uni- 
j ted  Slates— but  we  have  il  con-.plelelv  n our 
poncr.  Idee  him,  tj)  virtuoi^'  citiz's-iw  and 
! goixl  ir-'nv 


A word  more  and  I will  have  done.  t1i6 
people  of  the  state  of  Kentucky — because 
their  genuine  sincerity,  and  tlie  conscious  hon- 
esty of  their  feelings— have  never  been  very 
noisy  in  manifesting  tlieir  gratitude  for  theser- 
vices  of  Washinglon,  and  their  admiration  of 
his  virtues  and  principles.  They  have  never, 
while  they  professed  to  admire  Washington,, 
prostituted  lus  name  to  the  basest  purposes  of 
fiction,  and  made  a pretended  attachmer.t  to 
his  principles,  the  cloak  of  political  Inpocrl* 
cy.  They  have  never  declared  themselves 
members  of  the  tVashington  Benevolent  Socies 
tv— and  exultingly  rejoiced  in  the  disasters  of 
their  own  country— and  mourned  over  the  de- 
tea's  and  disasters  of  our  enemy — justified  hrs 
m.iSt  wanton  outrages  of  humanity,  and  pallia- 
ted Ills  most  atrocious  airnes  No  ! Never  !— • 
Neter,  in  otiy  or  in  either  of  these  ways,  have 
the  Kentuckians  manifested  their  veneration 
for  W ashington.  And  God  forbid  that  they 
ever  should ! 

Bill,  fellow-CUize'hs,  if  your  principles  are 
to  be  tested  hy  your  cdhduct  (the  best  criteri- 
on) Since  the  commencement  of  the  present 
V ar,  you  may  be  considered  as  the  genuine 
desciplcs  of  Wa.sliington.  Vour  professions 
at  li  'me,  you  liai-e  siqiported  by  your  valor  in 
tlie  fiehl.  Your  private  interests,  have  been 
sacrificed  lo  the  public  good.  Rather  than  to 
endu.-e  the  national  degreilation,  you  have 
proudly  braved  death  in  the  fields  of  battle, 
and  of  danger  ; and  pr  ifusely  slied  your  blood 
m defence  of  your  country’s  lidiioi-  and  hcf 
rights.  No  disaster  could  damp  the  ard  >r  of 
j'oiir  jiatriotism  ; no,  not  even  the  last  act  of 
the  liioody  tragedy  of  Raisin — where  now  rest 
...ome  of  your  choicest  lieroes  Yes  ! on  Rai- 
sin's banks,  where  heroes  sleep,  some  future 
bard  sliall  sit  upon  then  tomb,  and  raise  tfie 
song  of  mourning;  and  with  bursting  In  art 
and  tearful  eyes,  and  melting  sorrow's  dnl.  ful 
voice,  recite  how  the  brave  tiell,  and  how  their 
C'luniry  wept.  ‘‘  Here  rest  me  bi-ave,”  the 
bard  shall  s.iy— “ here  real  the  brave  1 Here 
lie  mouldering  in  the  dust,  the  bones  of  the 
brave  and  generous.

The  following  is  the  substance  cf  the  propositiont 
made  by  -Mr.  J.  Johnston,  agent  for  the  U S- 
to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Shawuuoesr,  H yandotf, . 
Henccus,  -Ihamies,  Pottawutimies,  hitauaut, 
and  Kickapoos  c mvened  in  council  on  the  ^h 
uh.  at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

My  Brothers,  chiefs  of  tlie  different 
tribes,  1 address  you  in  the  natne^of  your 
great  father  the  President ; I stand  in  hilf 
shoes,  and  the  words  which  I sj)  ak  uiito 
you  aie  his  words  : you  well  know  it  waR 
your  Father’s  wish  that  you  should  reniuiti 
quiet  and  lake  no  pan  in  the  present  war 
You  were  wariud  to  shut  your  ea's  a- 
gainst  evil  counsellors ; — but  war  had 
scarcely  began,  wlien  we  find  you  at 
Chicago  butchering  a liandlul  of  men  af- 
ter they  had  surrendered,  an  act  which 
none  would  be  guilty  of  but  such  as  were  fit 
to  wear  pctticoa  s.  Sluu  tly  after  you  be- 
sieged Fort  Wayne,  but  your  h'sHier  was 
now  aware  of  your  treachery,  H • sent  his 
armies  and  you  were  beaten  and  driven 
off.  At  all  the  battles  which  took  place 
siiue  that  lime,  we  find  you  assisting  the 
British  until  they  were  beaten  at  the  Riv- 
er  Thames,  and  you  were  thrown  on  your 
backs.  Your  Father’s  war  chief  took  you 
by  the  hand,  raised  you  up,  and  told  you 
to  live.  As  wai'  is  your  trade  and  you 
cannot  live  quiet  ,ind  take  no  part  in  it, 
your  Father  is  compelled  by  necessity  and 
not  choice,  to  put  the  tomahawk  in  \oui* 
hands.  And  the  terms  on  which  I offer 
you  peace  aiC;  you  must  receive  the  torn* 
ahawk  from  my  hands,  and  when  you  arc 
told,  you  must  strike.  Our  enemies 
must  be  your  enemies,  and  from  this 
henceforth  you  must  consider  youiselves 
in  service,  and  hold  yonisclvcs  in  readi- 
ness to  go  on  a war  expedition  at  the  call 
of  any  commanding  officer  on  the  lines  , 
also  you  must  lake  and  deliver  up  any 
British  agents  that  may  come  among  you 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  nearest 
post  to  you.  If  you  do  not,  you  will 
considered  as  enemies  f*  treated  as  such  ; 
but  if  you  are  faithful  you  shall  be  welf 
paid  for  your  services— (not  in  emirty" 
promises  and  bad  money  as  the  British 
have  paid  you)  but  in  silver,  at  the  rate  oV 
75  cents  per  day  for  evc,y  day  vou  arc  in 
scrv.ee.  Your  women  and  Ciiildrcn  shall 
be  kept  at  the  differen'  jiosts.  protected, 
fed  and  clothed  at  the  public  expense  : — 
your  land  boundai  its  siiail  stand  as  ti.ev 
are.  I refer  you  to  the  Shawanoesc  anil 
Wyandots,  they  can  tell  you  whether  the 
.Americans  fulfil  their  promises  or  j,ot.

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Abijnli  liifjclow,  Jiicob  Higelow,  and 
Mr.  J.  \V.  Jenkins, or  ihe  town  of  IJarre, 

1 A’orci-ster  comilj)  wi  re  yesterday  ex- 
amined before  the  iion.  Judge  Davis  on  a 
charge  of  traitorously  giving  aid  and  com- 
fort to  the  enemy,  and  assisting  in  the  es- 
<,epe  of  certain  British  prisoners,  lately 
confined  in  Worcester  gaol.  The  evi- 
derde  was  numerous— and  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Underwood  testified,  that  seven 
British  prisoners  came  to  his  house  on 
•he  morning  of  the  13th  January,  and 
demanded  breakfast,  which  he  gave  them, 
and  received  a five  dollar  bill  in  payment. 
The  prisoners  enquired  “ for  the  Bige- 
lows of  Barre,  for  Marshal  Bigelow  and 
for  Jacob  Bigelow.”  Mr  Underwood 
stated  that  he  had  heardof  Mr.  Prince’s 
proclamation  after  the  prisoners’  break- 
fasting at  his  house— he  went  himself  in 
jiursuit  of  them  on  the  road  to  Barre,  and 
saw  four  of  them  taken  at  Bigelow’s 
house. 

Mr.  Oliver  Brooks,  deputy  sheriff  of 
Barre,  testified— That  Mr.  Adams  asked 
him  to  serve  a search-warrant  on  Jacob 
Bigelow — he  refused  to  do  it  at  that  late 
hour.  At  8 o’clock  Mr.  Brooks  said  he 
went  to  Bigelow’s  house,  and  asked  Jacob 
Bigelow  if  it  was  probable  the  other  three 
prisoners  would  be  taken — Bigelow  repli- 
ed, “ that  they  were  safe — and  the  other 
four  might  be  released  through  my  means.' 
Bigelow  also  said  “ they  were  under  an 
obligation  not  to  tell  where  they  were— if 
it  had  not  been  for  the  d — d guard  that 
came  after  them  they  would  have  had 
them  away  sleek  *’  He  gave  the  deputy 
aheriff  the  watch  word,  « all's  wll,"  and 
went  to  Hunt’s  house,  where  the  four  pri- 
soners were  that  had  been  taken.  Jacob 
Bigelow  offered  him  g lOO  each  for  every 
one  of  them  he  could  get  clear  out  of  the 
house.  Jenkins  said  he  would  guarantee 
the  money  He  went  into  the  house  and 
found  the  guard,  13  in  number,  and  told 
them  what  Bigelow  and  Jenkins  had  of- 
fered him  to  assist  in  their  escape — that 
during  the  time  he  was  in  Hunt’s  house, 
Bigelow  and  Jenkins  were  waiting  out- 
side with  sleighs  to  carry  off  the  pri- 
oners. 

Joseph  Dale  examined— He  testified 
fliat  Jacob  Bigelow  had  acknowledged  to 
him,  that  he  aided  and  assisted  the  pris- 
oners’ escape  from  ’Worcester,  and  that 
he  had  received  a thousand  dollars  for  it — 
that  he  would  do  it  again.  Next  mor- 
ning he  told  him  the  same,  when  he  ar- 
rested Jacob  Bigelow,  on  the  marshal’s 
proclamation,  k carried  him  to  VV’orces- 
tcr — that  Mr.  Hurd,  the  gaoler,  refused 
to  receive  him,  after  which  he  was  arres- 
ted bimselfby  Bigelow. 

Archibald  Forbes,  esq.  examined— tes- 
tifi'  d that  he  was  at  the  taking  of  the 
prisoners  at  squire  Bigelow’s  house — 
that  he  heard  Jacob  Bigelow  say  at  Hunt’s 
tavern,  26th  January,  alter  Dale  s affair, 
that  he  did  aid  and  assist  in  the  escape  of 
the  British  prisoners,  and  received  a 
thousand  dollars,  and  would  do  so  again. 

Mr.  Haughton  of  Barre,  examined — 
testified  that  he  was  at  Bigelow’s  house, 
13th  of  January  at  8 o’clock  in  the  eve- 
ning, that  he  was  requested  to  go  there 
and  look  after  the  British  prisoners. — 
Jocob  Bigelow  said  he  would  use  all  the 
means  in  his  power  to  transport  the  Brit- 
ish prisoners  out  of  the  U.  States — that 
Bigelow  told  him  it  was  improper  for  him 
to  be  there— both  of  the  Bigelows  told 
him  so. 

Doct.  Walker  examined — Testified 
that  one  of  the  prisoners,  major  Valette, 
was  brought  into  his  house,  and  delivered 
to  him  a pair  of  pistols  marked  A.  B. 
J^which  were  here  brought  into  court  and 
identified.^  He  said  he  gave  the  pistols 
into  the  care  of  Mr.  Lovel,  of  Worcester, 
one  of  the  men  that  carried  the  prisoners 
to  Worcester  gaol,  that  he  knew  Mr. 
Bigelow  well — he  had  two  sons  who  had 
resided  in  Canada,  occasionally,  for  seve- 
ral yeaisback. 

Mr.  Hurd,  the  gaoler  of  Worcester, 
testified,  'hat  Jacob  Bigelow  had  been  in 
the  gaol  4 :h  the  prisoners  three  weeks 
before  their  escape — and  a second  time, 
ten  days  before  their  escape — and  a third 
time,  on  the  Monday  preceding  the 
W-dnesday  they  effected  their  escape. 

The  counsel  for  the  prisoners,  Mr. 
Francis  Blake  and  .Mr.  Prescott,  conten- 
<lcd  that  there  was  no  existing  statute  law 
that  provided  for  the  punishment  of  the 
offence  described  in  the  warrant.  Much 
time  was  taken  up  by  the  counsel  to  con- 
vince the  court  that  their  positions  were 
correct.  They  were  ably  replied  to  by 
the  district  attorney,  who  contended  that 
even  if  the  crime  committed  by  the  pris- 
oners was  not  described  by  any  statute, 
yet  nevertheless  it  would  come  under  the 
description  of  a misdemeanor,  and  cited 
Coolidge’s  case  of  a forcible  arrest  of  a 
vessel  lately  captured — and  although  the 
•'ffence  was  not  discribed  in  the  statute, 
the  court  had  decided  it  to  be  a misde- 
meanor. I he  judge,  after  an  examin- 
ation that  look  up  the  whole  day,  dischar- 
g d Abijah  Bigelow,  and  ordered  Jacob 
lligclow,  his  son,  to  bf  recognized  in  2030 
dollars,  and  two  sureties  in  1000  each, 
to  appear  at  the  district  court  to  be  holdcn 
in  -May  next. 

Tiie  above  mentioned  Mr.  Jenkins  did 
not  appear  in  court,  having  made  his  es- 
cape to  Canada.

and  calamities  of  civil  war.

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  of  campaign 
recommended  in  the  above  note,  ordc  s 
were  forthwith  transmitted  to  General 
Dearborn,  then  at  Albany,  to  assemble 
4,000  troops  at  Sackett’s  Harbor,  and 
3000  at  Buffaloe  and  its  vicinity,  with 
instructions  to  commence  his  operations, 
with  the  force  to  be  collected  al  the  for- 
mer place,  against  Kingston,  so  soon  as 
the  lake  should  open.  After  the  reduc- 
tion ol  Kingston  and  its  dependencies, 
Gen.  Dearborn  was  ordered  to  attaek 
and  reduce  York,  where  he  was  to  form  a 
junction  with  the  troops  to  be  collected 
at  Buffaloe.

Several  bodies  of  troops  have 
lately  passed  up  from  Montreal ; but  such 
precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent 
their  number  being  ascertained,  as  to  ren- 
der it  impossible  to  form  an  accurate 
opinion  of  their  forces,  or  even  to  imagine 
very  nearly  what  they  amount  to.  From 
various  sources,  1 am  perfectly  satisfied 
they  are  not  in  sulficient  force  to  venture 
an  attack  on  this  place.”  And  March 
22d  writes  from  Albany  to  the  Secretary  : 

To  take  or  destroy  the  armed  vessels  at  York, 
will  give  us  the  complete  command  of  the 
lake.  Com.  Chauncey  can  take  with  him  10 
or  1200  tnxips,  to  be  commanded  by  like; 
take  York,  from  thence  proceed  to  Niagara, 
and  attack  fort  George  by  land  and  water,

“ Your  despatch  of  the  11th  and  14th  inst 
from  Sarkett’s  Harbor,  and  one  of  the  22d 
from  Albany,  have  been  received.  The  cor 
respondence  between  you  and  major  Murray, 
in  relation  to  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  has 
been  referred  to  the  department  of  state.  The 
alteration  in  the  plan  of  campaign,  so  as  to 
make  Kingston  the  last  object,  instead  of  ma- 
king it  the  first,  would  appear  to  be  necessary, 
or  at  least  proper  ; but  the  force  assigned  to 
the  attack  of  the  upper  posts,  is  believed  to 
be  too  small. 

“ Accident  may  prevent  a co-operation  of 
the  corps  at  Buft'aloe.  That  sent  from  Sack- 
ett’s Harbor  should  have  in  itself  the  power  of 
reducing  forts  (Jeorge  and  Erie,  and  holding  in 
check  the  militia  who  may  be  sent  to  support 
them.

Jamaica,  partly  loaded  with  plantation  stores, 
and  after  taking  from  her  such  light  articles  as 
were  of  most  value  sunk  her.  In  the  same  po- 
sition  on  the  7ih  I fell  in  with  the  British  mer- 
chant  ship  Prince  George,  in  the  character  of 
a cartel  with  prisoners,  which  with  four  other 
British  vessels  had  been  captured  by  two 
French  44  gun  frigates,  the  Medusa  &.  Nymph, 
the  same  ships  I had  fallen  in  with  14  days  be- 
fore. On  hoard  of  the  Prince  George  1 sent 
the  prisoners  captured  in  the  Waiideier  to  Bar- 
badnes  on  parole.  On  the  9lii  of  January, 
while  still  to  windward  of  Barbadoes,  I cap- 
tured  the  ship  Edward  of  6 guns  and  8 men, 
from  London,  bound  to  Laguira,  in  ballast — 
which  vessel  I also  sunk.  Having  learnt  from 
the  master  of  the  Etlward  as  well  as  from  thoae 
the  Wanderer  and  Prince  George,  that  they 
had  been  separated  in  the  Bav  of  Biscav  from 
their  convoy,  consisting  of  the  Queen  74,  two 
frigates,  and  two  sloops  of  wai,  I was  induced, 
owing  to  a belief  that  the  convoy  was  still  to 
the  eastw.ard,  to  remain  to  wiiidwaidof  Barba- 
, does  until  the  16'h  of  .lanuary,  when  finding 
they  must  have  passed,  I changed  my  ground 
and  rail  off'  Cayenne,  and  from  thence  down 
the  coast  of  Surinam,  Berliicke  and  Denterara, 

; through  between  Tobago  and  Grenada  ; thence 
through  the  Carribcean  Sea,  along  the  south 
east  side  of  Portorico,  through  the  Mona  Pas- 
sage, down  the  north  side  of  Jamaica  and  oth- 
er leward  islands  without  meeting  a single  ves- 
sel of  the  enemy,  or  any  other  than  4 Spanish 
drogers  and  one  Swedish  ship,  until  I got  near 
the  M.  nillaRcef ; near  which,  after  capturing 
and  sinking  the  British  schooner  Jonathan, 
loaded  with  rum  and  drv  goods,  (the  most  val- 
uable part  of  which  I took  on  board)  I hauled 
ove.  for  the  Florida  shore  and  struck  soundings 
off  S'.  .Augustine,  and  from  thence  run  on 
soundings  as  far  as  Charleston,  passing  within 
4 or  5 miles  of  Columbia  Island,  and  as  near 
to  Savannah  as  the  weather  and  depth  of  water 
. would  allow,  without  meeting  a single  vessel 
j except  a Spanish  ship  from  the  Havannali, 
bound  to  Spain  but  steering  for  Savannah,  in 
consequence  of  I.avlng  sprung  a leak. 

.Arrived  off  Charleston,  (which  was  on  the 
11th  insl  ) I stretched  close  in  with  the  Bar, 
and  made  the  private  signal  of  the  day  lo  two 
schooners  lying  in  Rebellion  Roads,  and  w'hich 
from  their  appea-'ance  I believ  d to  be  public 
vessels  After  remaining  all  day  off  the  bar, 
with  colors  hoisted  and  the  before-mentioned 
signal  displayed,  without  being  abU:  to  com  ^ 
miinicate  with  the  schooners,  I stood  te  the 
northw  ard,  and  at  7 ’clock  the  next  morning 
d'scovered  and  chased  a si 'P  to  the  soutli- 
ward.  W'hich,  after  pursuing  8 or  9 miles,  led' 
me  to  a second  sail,  (a  brig  tinder  I er  'opsails, 
■'  th  her  topgaPant-masts  housed  aid  flying  1 
jih-boom  rigged  in)  and  from  thence  lo  the 
discovery  of  a third  sail  represented  f om  the 
mast-head  to  be  a large  frigate;  on  di-.covei  i 
ing  the  third  sail,  added  to  the  manotiivei  ingi 
of  the  first  and  srC'-nd,  I W’as  i.tduce.l  tii  be- 
lieve them  part  of  the  enemy’s  squadron,  and, 
accordingly  hauled  up  and  stood  for  tlie  for-’ 
mer,  to  ascertain  her  character ; and  after  ma- 
king her  from  the.  deck,  pereeived  she  was 
I frigate  as  .ep  irted.  1 now  tacked  andshor- 
tened  sail,  believing  that  towards  night  I m'ghl 
be  enabled  t tut  off  the  ship  (which  was  ei- 
ther a sm  •II  'V'gate  or  large  sloop  of  w'arj  and 
hi'ig.  fr  iv.  e third  or  largest  sail,  at  this 
lime  9 or  10  miles  In  windward  ; in  this  how- 
ever.  I was  not  able  to  effect  my  purpose, 
ow  ing  to  the  'ea’h<-r  sail  (between  sunset  and 
d'lrkj  hearing  down  for  the  Others.  Jndging 
now'  f-om  the  maiiocuvers  that  after  dark  they 
would  cirisp.  1 stood  to  the  Eastwai'd  under 
short  Sail  ; believing  that  in  the  morning  I 
might  find  '.hem  in  some  disorder;  at  day- 
light, however  owing  to  the  haziness  of  the 
weather,  they  were  not  to  be  seen ; conse- 
quently I wore  and  stnod  back  to  the  VVest- 
wanl  to  make  them  again,  and  in  a few  min- 
utes diseoverd  two  (one  on  the  lee,  the  other 
on  the  weather  bow)  to  wtiich  I gave  ciiace, 
but  after  chasing  them  about  half  an  hour, 
the  weather  becoming  more  clear  and  two 
large  ships  suddenly  making  their  appearance 
(one  on  the  weather  .and  the  othei  on  the  lee 
beam)  1 changed  my  course  to  the  eastward, 
when  the  four  immediately  crowded  aail  in  ^ 
pursuit;  but  owing  to  the  weather,  assisted 
by  the  enemy’s  manner  of  chasing,  I was  ena- 
bled to  get  clear  of  them  without  dilKculty  in 
a few  flours. 

From  this  I pur.sued  a course  on  soundings 
(except  in  doubling  Cape  Hatteras)  to  18  fa- 
thom W'ater  off  the  Delaware,  where,  in  a fog, 

1 fell  in  with  a large  vess'.l,  apparently  a man 
of  war.  Shortened  sail  to  topsails  and  cleared 
ship  for  action,  but  she  .suddenly  disappearing 
and  in  a few  minutes  she,  or  some  other  vessel 
near  being  heard  to  fire  signal  guns.  I st'iod 
on  to  the  northward,  from  a belief  I was  near 
another  squadron.  From  the  Delaware  I saw 
nothing  until  I made  Sandy  Hook,  when  I a- 
gain  fell  in  with  another  of  the  enemy’s  squad- 
rons, and  by  some  unaccountable  cause  was 
permitted  to  enter  the  bay,  although  in  the 
presence  of  a decidedly  superior  force,  after 
having  been  obliged  to  remain  outside  seven 
hours  and  a half  waiting  for  the  tide.

MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

To  enable  us  to  judge  correctly, of  the 
nosology,  or  true  nature  of  the  now  pre- 
vailing epidemic  in  Butler,  and  the  adja- 
cent counties  ; it  becomes  necessary  to 
take  a retrospective  view  of  the  diseases 
that  prevailed  during  fast  summer  and 
fall  ; not  doubting  but  that  the  same  pre- 
vailing constitution  of  the  atmosphere, 
which  influenced  the  latter  still  continues 
to  give  the  predisposition  to  the  former. 
And,  ceterus  paribus,  similar  causes 
must  produce  similar  effects.  The  only 
diseases  that  prevailed  epidemically  last 
summer  in  Butler  county,  (except  the 
measles)  were  Dysentary,  Diarrhcea  or 
Summer  diseases  of  Children,  and  fevers. 
The  two  former  of  these  diseases,  parta- 
king of  similar  symptoms,  and  being 
cured  by  the  same  medicines,  we  are  au- 
thorized to  believe  depended  on  one  com- 
mon cause,  viz.  a morbid  secretion  of  bile. 
In  adults,  a redundant  secretion  of  acrid 
bile,  and  in  children,  an  atonic  or  debil- 
itated state  of  the  liver,  iatercepting  the 

free  ingress  of  bile  into  the  duodeum 

In  both  cases  calomel  was  indispensable 
in  perfecting  the  cure.  The  fevers  that

should  be  applied,  immediately  over  the 
pained  part.  As  no  time  should  be  lost, 
the  exhibition  of  calomel  in  pretty  large 
doses,  combined  with  nitre,  ipecac  or 
tartar,  and  camphor  in  sufficient  quatili- 
ties  to  produce  a free  perspiration,  should 
now  be  commenced,  and  given  a’,  such 
intervals,  as  to  produce  a free  discharge 
from  the  bowels.  The  perspiration  may 
be  facilitated,  by  frequent  draughts  of 
warm  Pennyroyal  or  Sage  Tea.  If  the 
disease  continues  obstinate,  the  calomel 
should  be  continued  ; so  as  to  produce  a 
plyalism  as  quick  as  possible,  still  bearing 
in  mind,  to  keep  the  bowels  open  and  .skin 
moist.  In  one  case,  a spontaneous  sali- 
vation, that  made  its  appearance  two  days 
previous  to  my  perceiving  any  mercurial 
affection  of  the  mouth  proved  s'ajutary  .— — 
In  the  convalescent  state,  tonicks  are 
proper.  Few  cases  will  bear  the  lancet 
at  all,  and  none  to  any  extent. 

Such  has  been  my  practice,  and  I have 
the  pleasure  to  add,  it  has  been  attended 
with  uniform  success,  where  I have  been 
called  at  an- early  date  of  the  disease. 

The  above  is  not  submitted  to  the  pub- 
jic  tbc  view,  that  the  observing  and 
judicious  practitioner  can  be  benefited  by 
It.  But  principally  with  the  view  of u>- 
ging  the  necessity,  of  an  early  application 
for  medical  aid,  in  a disease  that  I con- 
sider completely  under  the  control  of  the 
healing  art. 

I trust  that  the  necessary  limitation  of 
a newspaper  publication,  will  be  a suffi- 
cient apology,  for  the  mutilated  state  in 
which  these  few  observations  are  thrown 
together.

Such 
was  the  influence  of  the  constitution  of 
thr  air  in  producing  diseases  ofa  bilious 
nature,  that  in  one  case  inflamation  of  the 
stomach  and  bowels  was  produced,  which 
required  frequent  venesection  to  prevent 
a fatal  termination,  until  the  cause  could 
be  removed,  which  was  only  effected  by 
calomel  in  dislodging  a quantity  of  vitiated 
bile.  By  this  cursory  view  of  the  char- 
acters of  the  diseases  tliat  prevailed  about 
the  autumnal  equinox,  (for  whatever  dis- 
ease prevails  at  this  time,  will  be  found 
to  prevail  during  the  year,  with  certain 
modifications,  owing  to  the  sensible  qual- 
ities of  the  air)  we  are  enabled  by  com- 
parison, to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  now 
prevailing  epiclemic ; and  to  identify  it 
with  the  above  mentioned  diseases.  'The 
premonitory  symptoms  of  this  disease 
are,  first,  a cold  stage,  similar  to  that  of 
an  intermittent,  accompanied  with  pain  in 
the  head,  back  and  extremities.  This 
stage  is  succeeded  by  fever  of  the  syno- 
chua  type,  with  pain  in  the  right  hypo- 
condrium  or  region  of  the  liver,  ascend- 
ting  across  into  the  left  lobe  of  the  lungs 
and  sometimes  into  the  right  where  it 
becomes  fixed. 

Upon  the  accession  of  pain  in  the 
breast,  a severe  cough  sets  in,  with  an 
expectoration  of  phlegm,  streaked  with 
blood.  If  there  is  not  something  now 
done  for  the  patient,  the  fever  soon  as- 
sumes the  diagnosis  of  Typhus  Gravior, 
the  vital  energies  and  visceral  functions 
become  so  prostrated,  that  any  subse- 
quent attempt  proves  abortive,  and  gaH'- 
grene,  follawed  by  putrifaction  closes  the 
scene.  It  will  readily  be  conceive^,  that 
I consider  this  disease,  nowise  essentially 
different  from  the  preceding  autumnal 
diseases  ; any  further,  than  it  is  influenced 
by  the  sensible  qualities  of  the  air.  The 
predisposing  cause  is  lo  be  found  in  the 
prevailing  constitution  of  tlie  air.  But 
with  whdt  kind  of  effluvia  the  air  is  im- 
pregnated, that  renders  it  so  productive 
of  predisposition  to  disease,  we  are  unac- 
quainted. So  far  we  know  from  observa- 
tion ; that  its  debilitating  effects  are  direc- 
ted to  certain  viscera,  viz.  the  lungs, 
stomach  and  liver.  The  functions  of  the 
latter  viscus,  we  suppose,  to  be  the  most 
primarily  affected, and  the  others  become 
affected  sympathetically.  The  exciting 
cause,  or  .hat  cause  which  tuliers  in  the 
disease,  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  sensible 
qualities  of  the  air.  This  prolific  source 
of  disease,  by  its  debilitating  effect  on  the 
capillaries,  causes  a determination  to  the 
lungs  and  other  viscera,  not  only  of  the 
perspirable  matter,  but  of  blood.  Hence 
owing  to  their  previous  state  of  debility, 
inflamation  of  the  passive  kind  is  pro- 
duced, and  if  they  are  not  speedily  re- 
lieved, by  jKoducing  a redetermination  to 
the  surface,  until  other  potent  medicines 
can  be  used,  nature  must  soon  sink  under 
the  disease.  To  answer  the  first  intlica- 
tion,  an  emetic  should  be  immediately
